bur a little pratice will ſhew chat there can ſcarce be error in reading , un- 
lclle there be error firſt in writing.

NTI"His Tablc is divided into the Ta'le of Verbs and Adjectives , & the Ta- 
Ti of Subſtantives : for underitanding of the art aad uſe of both , ler it 
he obſerved 

Every particular table containes fourty two words, expreſſing ſo many 
{-verall diſtin nerions of things , (which this defigne only confiders with» 
out reſpe& ro ſynonymous words. } 
For helping of the «1 emory to retaine theſe words , and render them readi- 

ly by the Charatter ,- there is a ſtury made up to cuuple them rogerther , cither 
ty way of ſenſc, or no ſenſe , which ſoincimes is molt helpfull co the memory: 
This ſtory is divided in ſeven parts, to wit 1. a ſimple narration, 2. a conti- 
nuance of the ſtory by the parricle,(for)'3.(bur,) 4. (therefore) 5. (hecaule;) & 


_ becauſe vatiety is very operative upon the memory, the rwo latt particles 


which are (neverthcleſle) and (moreover,) give a quite contradiftiva , to 
whar hath been ſpoken in the former part of che ſtory , and this merhod is 
conſtantly obſerved thorowour the whole Tables. Again thoſe ſeven parts of 
the ſtory (o diftinguiſhed , are contained in ſeven lines , whereof every one 
c:nraines (1x words,and thoſe again ſo compoſed among themlelves, chat three 
'f rhem gce allwayes together by way of ſenſe; Thoſe words expretted in the 
Iralicke CharaQter , are bur only expletive particles , for binding the words 
belonging to the rables rogerher, for helping the memory. 

One of the great advantages of this arc , is the expreſſing of all contraries 
by one uniforme rule , without any charge upon the memory : therule is, 
When the Charatter of the one contrary is had in the Tables , the other contrary is 
«llwayes expreſſed by that ſame Charaer , with a ſingle point put within it : thoſe 
contraries which are to be expreſſed with a ſingle point added to the Cha» 
rater of it ; contrary in the ſtories, are ſet e diametro oppoſite, ro their owne 
contrraries expreſſed in the ſtory. Where it is to be obſerved , that | have noc 


« taken contraries allwayes from contrariety of nature , but from any ground 


pf contradiſtinion, which might help the memory, this being all 1 intend, 
And it is to bee obſerved , that the order of the ſeverall heads of the ſtories 
we carried on by the order of the particles ofathxes , before the Charadter ,

be written with. For ir is again tobe obſerved , That one Charatier carrieth 
out che fourty rwo words of every table, by fourry rwo leverallditiincdt points 
of numeration which are affixed upon ic , whereoi all rhe charafters | make 
uſe of, are equally capable: the way of doing whereof Lieferre to attuall ex- 
plication, ſcing the Charatter muſt be ſer down with my owne hadd. 
Brietly then for the attaining the perfe uſe of thele rables:firſt che numert» 
call way of the Charafter is to be learned, then the ſeven cardinall puinrs of 
numeration upon the Character , anſwerable to the ſeven parts of every ſtory: 
the ſeven diſtinguiſhing particles of the ſtory are to be gorten by hearr as they 
auſwere to the cardinall points of numeratio upon the charafter; whichby any 
of common capacity can upon a fimple explicarion of the way be fully com- 
prchended and taken. And this being once rightly underſtood carries our the 
whole defigne ; for the merhod of the tables amongſt rhemſclves,and the me- 
thed of the diſtinguiſhing particles of rhe particular Tables ( which is that 
ſawe in all) being rightly underſtood and attained, there needs no more for 
doing all this defigne is capeable of , but to ger exactly by hearr thoſe mC- 
morialls of the ſcverall tables , which are con.poſed by way of fictitious and 
fooliſh ſtories , which are apr to ſticke more upon the memory then that 
which carries more ſenſe and ſeriouſnes with ir, This being all then rhar is 
requilire for prattiſing this are , co underſtand firſt the rules which are few, 
plaine, and caſy, and then ro ger theſe few Nories by heart; I am bold to af- 
hz me, that any may Indifferenly judicions and diligent, ſhould be able borh ro 
write and read in this character in any ſubje@t fo farre as the Tables will reach, 
in a week's tym e without the help of Tables ſet before him bor ſimply , with 
the help of the memory. This | know will ſcem aching impoſſible ro mapy , 
bur 1 hope experience ſhall confirme the truth of ir. ns 
Ir is to be obſerved, that all thoſe words in the table of verbs and adjeRtives 
which are exprelled in che ſtories cither as ſubſtantives or adverbs , which is 
done only for the more conveniency of making up the ſtocies,are to be raken 
radically for verbs, and adjeRives , according as the natuie of the notion is ; 
ſo in the table of ſubſtanrives all thoſe words expreſled in an [talick letter, 
are radically co be taken as ſubſtancives. 4 
Then let it be obſerved that my main defrgne being to carry forth the cm 
notions and conceprions of the minde, in the ordinary intercourſe of man- 
kind , if wy Tables be nor (o full and comprehenſive as many may judge rhcy 
ſhould oa. give for a farther explication thoſe following conſiderations, to 
be ſeriouſly weighed by the more judicious and learned 1. The nature of this 
deſigne as ir is intended for a common vo & _y of the imperfeRion & 


difficulty of the languages of all nations, ( which is the cliief and grand im- 
pedimenrt char ſtops che ſamilijar intercourſe,commerce and mutpall communi- 
cations berween the people of ſeverall nations: ) requires only che expretſion 
of thoſe notions and things , which are that ſame in all nations ; fo thar che 
particular ceremonies , cuſtomes , and technick words of particular nations 
and languages fall not properly within the compaſle of ir , for if any notions 
of things proper toany particular nation ſhould be exprefſced in other na» 
tions, they behooved co learn the nature of the thing, as well as the word or 
Character expceſling it 2. thoſe common notions , necetlary for making up dif- 
courſe in all ordinary intercourſe . conſiſting chieffely of parcicles which are 
ligature orationis , COupling and binding to; cther the radicall and principall 
parts of ſpcech , and varying the formality of it , and verbs and adjectives by 
which ace expreſſed the qualities of things,a&tions, and paſſions of the minde, 
motions,transattion of affaires (4c. 1 hope there ſhall be ſcarce any timple no- 
tions of particles , and very few of verbs and adjectives found ro be omirred.

If the 
ſynonimous words of languages fignifying that ſame ſimple notion , were col- 
lected and ranked rogerher , (which for the uſe of weaker capacities is ne- 
celary and ſhall be dcye hereafter: ) The extent of theſe Tables will appeare 
re reach a great Iengrh in communication, 8. This defigne being chiefly in- 
r:nded for common intercourſe as is ſaid before, it is not to bee expected thac 
it ſhall containe the numberleſſe multirude of the ſeverall ſpecies of nature and 
words of art & rechinck words of all rrades,for this no language is able ro doe, 
nor no one man able to underſtand, but thoſe who would have theſe reduced 
to an atrificiall way of eXpreſſion , muſt make particular cables for every arr 
and trade, which they muſt doe in all languages, notwithſtanding there ſhall 
bee as many of the moſt common ſpecies of nature here expreſſed , as any lan- 
guage j4 able tro doc without Periphraſes,
